"Crazy, " snapped Patti. "Yes, that' 


very comforting, isn't it? I don't know 
why I ever came."

The whole 
thing was most uncanny, and Putti felt 
cold shivers creeping over her. 
She 


shook with nervousness and fear, and 
when she should have begun her aria 
not a sound cottld-she make. She open- 
ed her month, but her throat was para- 
lyzed from nervous terror. There was a 
pause. The king sprang up and leaned 
forward out of the bos, his white face 
gleaming in the moonlight. The violins 
repeated the prelude. Patti gathered 
herself together and made one heroic 
effort.

effort of her life and finished the aria 
from "La Traviata" triumphantly and 
stood flushed with victory.

His majesty might have given 
sorno sign of approbation. Mme. Fischer 
was behind the scenes, and Patti wait- 
ed with her for the signal to sing tho 
nest number. A messenger appeared at 
the door. His majesty had had enough 
music and had gone to his apartments. 
For a moment Patti stood stunned 
Then she laughed. The rudeness was so 
colossal that it was 
funny. 
Mme. 


Fischer took the diva to supper and then 
home. 


The next morning Mme. Fischer called 


at the hotel once more, accompanied by 
the court chamberlain, who bore the 
promised check, an autograph letter of 
thanks from the' king and some jewels 
of great value. Mme. Fischer's explana- 
tion of the concert fiasco pleased Patti 
more than the jewels. King Ludwig, 
she said, was in one of his maddest 
moods, wild with regret, cursing him- 
self and cursing Patti. He had walked 
tho floor all night, groaning that he 
was a traitor, for Patti's voice had so 
ravished his senses that for OEO mo- 
ment ho had gone over to Italian music 
and haci been false to Wagner—to "Wag- 
ner, the one musician who alone had 
satisfied his majesty's soul. 


"That wasjbetter than having bored 


him," 
added Patti, shrugging 
her

CHEEKJNR OUTLOOK, 


The success of tbe Democracy in 


Kentucky and Maryland this year, 
which already seems assured, will un

Kentucky 
is oouoeded to be strongly Democratic 
by tbe Bapablioans, and the leading 
members of the Republican party in 
Maryland have admitted that the con- 
fepiracy agaiust Sohley baa almost de- 
stroyed the hope of the party in that 
Atate. 


With these two States restored, there 


ought to be no doubt about West Vir- 
ginia, and the Senatorial fight in Dele- 
ware last winter has killed the Kepub- 
lisan party there. 


There ia every indication that tbe 


old South, which showed signs of 
weakening in 1896, will be solidly Dem- 
ocratic in the great contest of next 
year. And as for the north, it does not 
take a very sharp observer to see that 
the party ia stronger in almost every 
State than it was three years ago. This 
means Bryan in 1900, and as the great 
Nebraskan and silver are inseparable, 
it also meaus the restoration of the 
white metal in 1901. 


FALL ELECTIONS, 


This year there will be November 


elections on the 7th day of that month 
in eleven States—namely, Mississippi 
Kentucky, Maryland, Massachusetts 
Iowa, Obio, New York.New Jersey, Vir 
gioia, Pennsylvania and Nebraska. lu 
the five States first namoJ Governors 
will be elected, at least three of whom, 
possibly four, will be Democrats. New 
York, New Jersey, Virginia ana Miss- 
issippi will elect legislatures and four 
Senetors, all of whom will doubtless 
be Democrats.

This association, composed of dele- 


gates from the "land grant" colleges 
(so-called, as they were established and 
are in part maintained from the gale 
of government lands under tbe act of 
July 20,1862), held its thirteenth an- 
nual convention in San Francisco July 
5th to 9tb. There were present repre 
sentatives from nearly every State and 
Territory of the Union, to the number 
of about 150. These men, many of 
them among the foremost exponents of 
agriculture and the allied sciences, 
discussed the various phases of tbe 
college and station work, having in 
view tbe upbuilding of these institu- 
tions on broad and uniform lines, so 
that they may become the foremost 
educational institutions ot America. 
It is a sort of unwritten law of the 
association tbat it shall hold its con- 
vention each alternate year iu the city 
ot Washington, where opportunity is 
afforded for the members to come in 
touch with tbe great government oen 
ter—the sonroe from which issues tbe 
substantial support that makes tbe 
existence of the college and" station 
system possible. At other times tbe 
association meets in various parts ol 
the United States. 


For some time California has been 


trying to get the convention to meet 
within her borders, and through the 
efforts of Professor M. E. Jaffa of tbe 
University of Oalifornia, backed by 
prominent men of the State, the aiso 
elation met, as above stated, in San 
Francisco, and held one ot tbe best 
conventions in the history os the or 
ganization. One very potent factor in 
bringing the convention to this coast 
was the tempting inducements helc 
out in the shape of excursions over the 
State, thus giving the members of the 
association an 
opportunity to see 


something of the varied and wonderfn 
resources of California. 


The convention adjourned on Friday 


the 8tb. Saturday forenoon was spen 
in the park and at tbe Cliff House; the 
afternoon at the University of Cdlifor 
nia. On Monday morning the entire 
party took the train, which President 
Foster of the North Pacific Coast Bail- 
road had placed at its disposal, and 
went to Santa Rosa, where carriages 
were in waiting and the visitors were 
shown tbe fertile valley, with its vine- 
yards, orchards and bop yards, Re- 
turning from this drive of dearly two

Church. The next point visited was 
Ukiah, and here again carriages were

The proprietors 
of this vast enterprise, evidently be 
lieved that the members of the aseo 
oiation lived to eat as well as, for the 
advancement of science, for in the 
spacious wiue vaults they had set t 
flne spread, embelished with the pro 
ducts of their vineyards.

Leaving Asli the next stop was al 


San Rafael, where & banquet was belc 
at the Hotel Rafael. San Francisco 
was reached just in time to catoh the 
last boat for Oakland pier, where tbe 
excursionists took sleepers and awoke 
the next morning in Fresno. Here tbe 
day was spent in inspecting the variec 
industries peculiar to the San Jcaqnin 
Valley—notably the large artifloial ice 
plant, wineries, raisin seeders, etc., BO 
after a most instructive stay in Fresno 
the sleepers were again boarded, and 
the next morning found the party at 
Oroville. Here the citizens were out 
en masse as a reception committee 
not even the brass band was lacking 
After a substantial breakfast at the 
ho^el each member ot the association 
was presented with an olive branch, to- 
typical of the good will of the people 
and for tbe next two hoars the visitors 
were shown through vast orchards 
laden with the orange, flg and olive. 
This was indeed a delight as well HS 
surprise. 


In this region only ten or fifteen 


years ago, there was little but mining 
operations, and with tbe enactment ol 
laws prohibiting hydraulic mining, tbe 
future of the new flourishing town ol 
Oroville looked extremly dim. Mind- 
ful of the conditions 
surrounding 


them, enterprising men conceived the 
idea of raising oranges and olives on 
tbe apparently barren hills. Foremost 
among these men was Mr. Fogg, the 
owner of the extenwive Fogg & Mo< 
Langhlin groves. To-day the hills and 
slopes along the Feather river are one 
labyrinth 
of orchards and groves. 


From Oroville the route lay through 
fertile valleys to Marysville and Yuba 
City where dinne? was served in a can- 
nery. After a pleasant drive through 
tbe orchards of the vicinity, the party 
again took the tram and went to Wood- 
land. Here carriages were ready and 
the large wheat ranches were visited. 
A great sight for the delegates from 
the east was the operation of the com- 
bined harvester and thrasher drawn by 
thirty mules. 
After supper at the

he sleepers and the next morning 
found thetn at Antiooh on the San 
Joaquln river. 
About 
six o'clock 


they embarked on a river steamer 
which had bM& chartered for the 


purpose, and the day wal »pent 
among the reclaimed islands of the 
San Joaquln and Mokelnmne riversi 
Back to Antiooh, tbe train toon con- 
vsyed the party to San Francisco, 
where the night was pasted. Early 
Friday morning the trip through San- 
ta Olara Valley was began. At San 
Matso a delegation of Stanford oo-«di 
boarded the train, and by the time 
Palo Alto was reached each member of 
the association was wearing tbe "car- 
dinal," Alighting at the station an 
improvised yell ot "Hayseeds! Hay- 
seeds! Bah! Bah! Rahl" met their ears, 
t»nd the entire party was soon riding 
through the "Live Oak City." They 
visited the Flood estate, the Timothy 
Hopkins estate, Stanford estate and 
the stock farm. Here tbe celebrated 
horses were brought out and their 
achievements described. Aa inspec- 
tion of the University buildings and 
lunch in tbe Quadrangle finished the 
slop here, and Ban Jose was soon 
reached. A drive through the orchards, 
dinner at the Quito Olive Ranch, a 
visit to the fruit drying and canning 
establishments took np the time here, 
and the excursionists were off for Cas- 
sidero for a visit to the seed growing 
f>.rm of C. C. Moore & Co. Here 
among other things were seen 226 acres 
of sweet pees in full bloom. Mr. 
Moore set a fine lunch in the seed 
room which, thoujh the fourth for the 
day, was quickly disposed of. Leaving 
the seed house a group of Chinese met 
tbe party and presented each with a 
package ot choice tea, after which two 
strings of fire crackers, forty thousand 
crackers in all, were set off. Whether 
to get rid of tbe "white devils" or not, 
they did not say. With a combine' 
tion college yell for Mr, Moore and 
three oheera for tbe Chineese, tbe 
train pulled oat for Del Monte. A 
good night's rest, and a drive over the 
renowned "sixteen-mile road" made np 
tbe program here. Tbe next object of 
interest to be visited was Spreckles 
beet sugar factory at Salinas, the larg- 
est sugar factory in tbe world. Here 
we were met by Mr. Glaus Sprecklee 
and Snpt. Waters, who conducted the 
party through tbe factory, carefully 
explaining in detail the progress of the 
beet on its way from the field to the 
sugar sack. 


Mauy were glad of the opportunity 


thus afforded to meet Mr. Sprenkles. 
One usually thinks ot such man |as 
haughty and hard to approach. In 
Mr. Spreeklee we were happily sur- 
prised. As we passed through tbe 
factory under bis leadership, it was 
interesting to see tbe genuine pleasure 
which he took in his great enterprise 
and life's work. Instead of impressing 
one as a man with the "big head" he 
impressed one as does tbe small boy 
with bis first pair of long pantaloons. 


Nine o'clock 
Saturday 
evening 


found us back in San Francisco, and 
tbe party eoon seperated, each going 
his own way and thus ended one of 
the most profitable conventions and 
excursions in tbe history of the As- 
sociation.

East-bound passenger train No. 8 


was wrecked at 9 o'clock Tuesday 
morning three miles below Clark's 
elation, and twenty-three miles east of 
ieno. Engineer Arthur Keel was in- 
stantly killed, while Fireman Van 
Alstein escaped almost without injury. 


The train was running at the rate of 


thirty miles an hour when the engine 
left the rails, crashed into the stone 
bluff on the left and fell over on its 
right side, pinning the engineer under 
the cab, where he was mangled and 
scalded to death. 


The accident was caused by spread- 


ing rails. Wr.pu the engine left the 
track and splii >ers began flying Engi- 
neer Keel graaped the reVerse lever 
with his right hand, the air brake with 
his left and had reversed the engine 
and applied the brakes. The huge 
machine ran fifty yards on the ties be- 
fore it turned over, catching Keel's 
shoulder and body from the hips down 
beneath its weight of one hundred 
tons. Thus he died at his post, and 
laid beneath the wreck nine hours, 
while the gang of laborers worked and 
shoveled and the wrecking engines 
puffed and pulled at the debris; both 
bands of the dead engineer gripping 
the levers of his dead machine, while 
the curious people came and gazed. 


One hundred tons of steel and iron 


are not easily moved, however. Block 
and pulley tackle was attached to the 
boiler and a big poplar tree beside the 
river. The large rope could not stand 
ttie strain and broke again and again 
when the wrecking locomotive drew it 
taut.
